Letter to the Editor 
Dear Sir, 


This morning, my Council and I held a meeting at 8 o'clock at the road exit from 
the Village, with the Assistant County Surveyor and the chief of the Road Construction 
Unit.

Bar Hill Ballet Classes 
Letter from Mrs. M. Singh, A.N.A.T.D. (Hons. ) 


I would like to take this opportunity to tell you something of the pfliet classes 
which have been running for just over a year. There was an enormous response from 
enthusiastic children, and most of my original little band are still faithfully 
plodding on. ‘Their progress is such that I am extrement proud of them: they have 
already reached through sheer hard work a high standard which caused favourable 
comments by prominent ballet officials who watched last term. 

My aim is to teach them not just the technique of Russian ballet, but also a 
general awareness of body poise, interpretations of natural movements to music and 
expression through mime. It is important that a child wants to dance, regardless 
of her capabilities, even if with two left feet - it doesn't matter, providing that 
she is happy. If any parent would like her daughter to have more individual tuition 
or would like to know her weaknesses and such specifically, I would be more than 
happy to help. 

Regular classes - especially for the older girls - are important - because ballet 
is repetition and discipline; miscles require both in order to progress and develop. 
For many this is not easy to understand. My infant children are a "Treat'' and I 
hope that they will continue to do as well. 

I would welcome new pupils next term but will have to be selective to some degree 
as I have found several new pupils have come once or twice only, with no notification 
of their leaving; as you can appreciate, it is disconcerting to have a full class 
one week and half a class the next. Travelling to Bar Hill and hiring the hall is 
possible only with a consistent number of regular pupils, so I hope you will all 
try to keep it going. Thank you parents for all your help and support and well 
done girls. I look forward to next term.
